POISONOUS PAINTS AND WALLPAPEHS. 


—Dr. H. C. Baitlett, in a paper read ae the 
Cheltenham (Ens.) congress of tlie social 
science association, said: "Until tlie autumn 
of .ast year I was unable to form any accu- 
rate idea of the frequency of cases of severe 
illness occasioned by poison-jits paints and 
wall papers. 
I had, it, Is true, within my 


o*n professional experience, known of sev- 
eral fearful outbreaks of lead poisoning 
among the work people employed in white 
lead works, and among painters and others 
wpiklngin an atmosphere heavily laden 
with the saturnine vapors given off in the 
process of applying such paint or durln» Its 
drying. I had also been consulted in a 
great many instances respecting wall papers 
which « ere suspected of being colored with 
arsenic, in consequence of illness of the type 
recognized as arising from these sources. 
But when I was requested by Mr, Jabez 
Hogg, the well-known surgeon and micro- 
scopist, to furnish some particulars of the 
more striking cases I bad investigated, to 
be laid before the government, 1 was aston- 
ished to find that during the last 11 years I 
have traced back no less then 123 cases of 
illness attributed either to the diffusion iif 
carbonate of lead (common white paint) or 
to arsenical or anlmionlal coloring mallei-In 
paint or on wall papers. Others have beeu 
working iu the same field of observalion, 
and of those who have witnessed the danger 
of permitting the use of poisoning pigments 
aud wall papers, I could mention the tesli- 
uiouy of eminent medical men, analytical 
chemists aud others who have recently pro- 
tested against llic employment of such dele- 
terious substances.

And he enjoys a multitude1 of 
privileges and benefits, In slablo govern- 
ment, peisonal liberty and protection, gra- 
tuitous education for his children, free medi- 
cal attendance, pure water, lighted streets, 
aud otlur untaxed advantages which his au- 
cestois never dreamed of or hoped for. His 
wages aie higher ami his money will buy 
more, dollar for dollar,'than Ills father's 
would. 


We do not say that the real aVwell as the 


relative cost of living is not advanced bu 
every step forward in civilization. For' ten 
days work an East India Islander, according 
to Wallace, can manufacture or earn sago 
cakes enough to last him a year; »nd less 
labor will keep him supplied with the lim- 
ited clothing lie needs. A man needs more 
clothing here, and a greater variety of food; 
yet when it comes to the absolute necessi- 
ties of men—tbe minimum cost of living—a 
very small portion of a man's yeaiiy wages 
will keep him alive and comfortable. Tbor- 
eau built him a sbanty In Waltlen woods 
aud Irved a year iu it at a total cost of twen- 
ty-seven dollars, and 
never approached 


•liber squalor or starvation. Tlie experi- 
ment is of value only In tbat it proves it 
possible for a man lo get as much bare liv- 
ing here for a given amount of labor as a 
Polynesian can. If one man wants more— 
aud very properly most men do want more 
—one must work for it; and our1 Civilization 
happily offers at once more opportunity' for 
labor, aud infinitely more to be bad for the 
proceeds of such labor, than have been at- 
tainable in any other land, under any other 
social or Industrial conditions.

in the affirmative, and as to the power. 


If we should secure from our legislature a 


law giving us the right to determine whether 
or not we will luve liquor sold witliln the 
limits of our township and borough, who 
can doubt that there would be virtue and 
good citizenship encugli to secuie a decided 
majority in favor of prohibition t 


The legislature of 4.872, it will be remem- 


bered, enacted a law giving the counties a 
right to vote every three years on the ques- 
tion cf license, or no license. 


In March, 1873, the first election was held, 


which resulted iu 41 counties, by »n aggre- 
gate vote of 2J3, repraseuting a population 
in said 
counties of 1,404,003, deciding 


against license, and 24 counties, which con- 
tained the chief cities, for license. 


Refore this law, which had cost vast labor 


aud money, had time to demonstrate iis 
practicability, its enemies began to labor for 
its repeal, and so successful were they, that 
on tha 12th of April, 1S75, tlie same legisla- 
ture, wilh tlie sanction of Ihe Governor, an- 
nuled it. 


It is needless to say how Ibis was effected ,' 


every citizen, who has kept his ej e upon tln- 
legislalnie at Hairisbura, knows the 
and the wherefoie.

can pictuie-^allery at Ihe Paris Exhibition. 
The cc'inuiittee of arlisls and amateurs re- 
fused those presented on the ground of lack 
of authority; hut they weie stnt lo Pans 
and finally hung upon screens in the Amei- 
can galleiy, where they won the hii>lic;t 
praise from French artists anil others. Tre 
pictures hung were mostly by the engrave! s 
who are identified vrjih Hcribner's Monthly, 
and most of Uie engravings had appeared in 
that magazine. It was claimed by some of 
the writcis at the time of the conlroversy 
alluded lo ihat wood-engraving was the one 
art in which America could successfully 
compete at a universal exposition. 
This 


opinion is confirmed by a writer in a recent 
number of the London Saturday Review, 
who says: "Wood-cutting has been brought 
to a point of petfeclion it lias never attained 
before. 
Some of the American engravers 


are for ahead of any on this side of the At- 
lantic, and only want artists woithy of 
them lo mate a revival of the ait of Bewick 
possible. 
We have not at the present lime 


iu England a single wood-engraver of the 
first rank, except for landscapes; but one 
or two of the Fieiich cutlers aie able lo im- 
itate steel-engraver on blocks wilh a success 
worthy of a belter, ^Tt.1"
